Washington (PAI)—The House 
of Representatives has voted $75,- 
000 to establish a subcommittee 
probe of alleged labor racketeering 
with House Government Opera- 
tions Chairman Clare E. Hoffman 
(R., Mich.) in full control of the 
investigation. 

Rep. George Bender (R., Ohio), 
who, headed the subcommitee until 
opposition arose from Democrats 
and Hoffman, will continue as nom- 
inal chairman. Hoffman, however, 
will make the major decision af- 
fecting the unit.

The Labor Department, step- 
child of the Administration, got 
less than half a loaf as_ the 
Senate-House conference commit- 
tee cut the Senate-proposed ap- 
propriations in half.

But One Drink a Day 


Los Angeles.— The mourning 
dove, one of the most abundant 
odirds in the deserts of the South- 


west, needs to drink water but 
once a day, even in the hottest 
weather, 


So report Dr. George Barthol- 
omew and Dr. William Dawson, 
zoologists at the Los Angeles cam- 
pus of the University of Califor- 


nia, who have made aé_ special 
study of the western mourning 
dove.

Lindsay Dies on 
Platform During 
Teamster Confab
